From the Antwerp Courant, dated Aug. 19. 

Tarin, Aug. 1. 3000 Men of our Troops that 
remain'd in the Valley of Aofte, are march’d to- 
wards Chambery, to fee whether they can gain any 
Advantage in Savoy, out of which the Enemy are 
retiring into Dauphine. The Enemy have made 
fome Works upon the Ruins of Montmelian, and 
put Men and Cannon into them, to defend the 
Paflage of the River Ifere. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Auguft 16. 

Milan, July 30. We have Advice from Final, 
that the Ships which lay before that Place to take 
in Provifions and Ammunition, fuffer'd fome Damage 
the'27th Inftant by the tempeftuous Weather ; par- 
ticularly that a Ship which had taken on board 18 
or 20000 Weight of Powder, was funk with all her 
Crew. We are under Apprehenfion, that the con- 
federate Fleet off Toulon has fuffer’d by this Wind, 
and that it has put back the Operations of the Allies. 

Perpignan, Aug. 3. Befides 4500 Men which the 
D. de Noailles detach’d fome Days ago for Pro- 
vence, 2 Regiments of Foot and 1 of Horfe that 
lay hereabouts march’d for that Province yefterday. 
We hear of no Motions in Catalonia, the Troops. 
being in Summer Quarters. : 

Antibes, Aug. 4. Since Parties fent out of this Place 
fiez’d feveral Mules that were going with Provifions 
tothe Enemy’s Army, 800 of the Enemy’s Horfe and 
a Regiment of Foot are come between Graffe and this 
Town for fecuring their Convoys: To which end 
they have repair'd the Bridge over the Var, which 
our Governour caus’ to be ruin’d on Saturday 
laft after a great Refiftance made by 120 Savoyards 
that lay to guard it. We have had very ftormy Wea- 
ther for feveral Days on our Coaft.

Pignerol, Aug. 6. Advice is come hither from 
Antibes, that the Enemy have quictted the Fort they 
had taken on Mount Sr. Catherine, becaufe it is 
too much expos’d to the Cannon of the Walls and 
Intrenchments of Toulon. 

Marfeilles, Auguft 6. Since we receiv'd a Rein- 
forcement of Men, our Governour has put 350 Men 
more into the Cattle of If, and added 20 Pieces of 
Artillery to thofe on our Works.
